Farrell said one major 
factor was left unanswered in his 
experiment at the School of Avia 
fioii Medicine here to determine 
man's ability to lace the monotony 
i and boredom of outer space. 
At no tune. Farrell said, did he 
feel as if he were truly in space 
In front of the chair he sat in was 
a panic button. A push on it would 
have caused the scientists watching 
from the outside the chamber to 
open the door and release him.

Farrell, after a 30-minute con 
ference and an impromptu speech

hospital for 72 hours of tests, after 
Which he w ill he flown to New- 
York. 
Slightly Wobbly

Problems of mushrooming school 
enrollments and the inadequacy of 
curriculums in many schools 
espe 
d ally on the secondary level — 
were discussed Saturday night by 
Melville ll Hosch o (Chicago, m id­ 
west director of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment 
of Health, 
Education and 
►Welfare, at the dedication of the 
new buildings at Eldorado Town 
ship high school. 
Dedicated anti opened to visitors 
were the new physical plants for 
the Boys’ physical education and 
athletic department, girls’ physical 
education department, music de­ 
partment. industrial—e4ue a ti on -de­ 
partment and vocational agricul 
ture department. 
The dedication 
was in the big, bright, new gym­ 
nasium and preceded a Harrisburg- 
Eldorado basketball game won by 
Harrisburg 75-59. 
Mr Hosch, who said predictions 
are that enrollments wrill increase 
six million in next five years to 
put 50 million in our schools in 
the 
early 
190U's, 
declared 
this 
means we w ill have an utmost need 
for more buildings, facilities and 
teachers. 
“ We are still short 140,400 class­ 
rooms in the United States,” he 
commented. 
And he added that 
the teacher problem is the most 
serious of all, with a shortage of 
135,000 qualified teachers in the 
nation. 
Speaking of curriculum, he said 
this needed to he examined in 
many schools in light of present 
day needs, particularly in the field 
rn science and mathematics. 
“ Many high schools offer no ad­ 
vanced mathematics or physics,” he 
declared, then said many are defi­ 
cient in foreign language studies. 
"There arc 24 major foreign lan 
guages in the world," Mr. Hosch 
stated, “ ami of these only Spanish 
and French are studied by any ap­ 
preciable number of students.” 
Stating that the answer to our 


education problems are far too 
complex for any one person, he 
said the solution must come thru 
the co-operative action of the com 
munities and the state and federal 
governments. 
He declared many problems are 
national in scope and require na 
tional help, but added that any aid 
coming from the federal govern*
